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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 US.C 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

The same reference numeral is used to refer to two different parts of the device. See page 
7, lines 24-25, "main track 4425", which is inconsistent with page 9, lines 3-4, "secondary track 
4425". 

On page 7, lines 24-25, the specification recites "move the roller 62 outwards along the 
main track 4425 of the track plate 44 until reaching the front dead point 4422, as shown in FIG. 
6E." This is inconsistent with the appearance of Fig. 3 and Figs. 6D-E. It is unclear how 62 
moves along 4425 in the process of moving from 4423 in Fig. 6D to 4422 in Fig. 6E. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record neither shows nor suggests the three claimed plates, in combination with the claimed 
spring and further in combination with the claimed rear roller movably coupled with the rear 
track of the track plate and the bottom track of the moving plate, and a guiding arm located 
above the guiding plate being movably and pivotally engaged with the moving plate, and having 
a rear end track to couple with the rear roller and a front end to couple with front rollers. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Jeong (US Pat. No. 6167015) shows slide bar 16 functioning as a guide plate, lower plate 
10 functioning as a track plate, upper plate 20 functioning as a moving plate, and returning 
springs 42; however, the reference is silent regarding the claimed rear roller and guiding arm. 

Suzuki (US PAP No. 2004/0008602 Al) shows a disk holding portion 47 functioning as a 
rear roller. Should Suzuki issue as a U.S. Patent, said Patent would qualify as prior art; however, 
the Examiner finds no motivation to combine such Patent with Jeong to arrive at the claimed 
invention, absent impermissible hindsight reasoning.
